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An interactive media services client device for providing a user with media information received 
from a programmable media services server device, said client device comjw-ising: 
memory for storing data; 

a media title list contained in said memory; and 
a processor configured to cause a media title identified by u^er input to be added to said 
media title list. 

The client device of claim 1 1, wherein the processor is further configured to provide the user with 
said media title list in response to user input. 

The client device of claim 12, wherein the processor is fiurther configured to provide the user with 
a message informing the user that a media rental identified by said media title is available. 

The client device of claim 1 1, wherein the processor is further configured to provide the user with 
a message informing the user that said media time will no longer be available. 

The client device^plaim 1 1, ^wherein saidymedia title list is represented by an icon displayed on 
a display device/ 

The client device of claim 1 1 ,^her^ny&aid media title is identified via activation of a button on a 
remote control device. 

The client device of claim 1 1, wherein said media title list is identified via activation of one or 
more buttons on a remote contcol device. 

The client device of claim /l, wherein said media title list is selected from a group consisting of a 
reminder list and a shopnfng list.

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21 . A programmable media services server device for providing media information to a user via to an

23. The server device of claim 22, wherein the processor is further configured to provide the user with 
a message informing the user that a media rental identified by said media title is available. 

24. The server device of claim 2 1 , wherein the prodessor is further configured to provide the user with 
a message informing the user that said media tttle will no longer be available. 

25. The server device of ^laim 2^, wherein saicy media title list is represented by an icon displayed on 
a display device.

28. The server device of claim 21 , wherein said media title list is selected from a group consisting of a 
reminder list and a shopping Mst. 

29. The server device of clainy21, wherein said media title is a video-on-demand media title that is 
displayed on a television^creen. 

30. The server device of gfaim 21, wherein information supplied by the user is associated with said 
media title. 
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31. An interactive media services client device for providing a user with meldia information received 



from a programmable media services server device, said client devic^e' comprising: 
means for storing data; 

a media title list contained in said means for storing data^ and 

processing means configured to cause a media title identified by user input to be added to 
said media title list. 



32. The client device of claim 3 1 , further comprising: 

means for providing the user with said media t\^e list in response to user input. 

33. The client device of claim 32, further comprising: 

means for providing the user with a message informing the user that a media rental 
identified by said media title is available. 

34. The client device of claim 31, further comprising: 

means for providing the user with q^lessage informing the user that said media title will 
no longer be availaMe? 

35. The client device of cj^im ^1, /^hereirjsaid media title list is represented by an icon displayed on 
a display device. 

36. The client device of claim 31, whgfein said media title is identified via activation of a button on a 
remote control device. 

37. The client device of claim 3 1 /wherein said media title list is identified via activation of one or 
more buttons on a remote cofntrol device. 

38. The client device of claim 31, wherein said media title list is selected from a group consisting of a 
reminder list and a shopping list. 

39. The client device of claim 31, wherein said media title is a video-on-demand media title that is 
displayed on a tel/vision screen. 



40. The client devi/e of claim 31, wherein information supplied by the user is associated with said 
media title. 
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41. A programmable media services server device for providing media mtormation to a user via to an 
interactive media services client device, said server device compiling: 

means for storing data; 

a media title list contained in said means for storing data; and 

processing means configured to cause a medi^^ntle identified by user input to be added to 
said media title list. 

42. The server device of claim 41, further comprising: 

means for providing the user with said/media title list in response to user input. 

43. The server device of chfim 42, further comprising: 

means for pro|wdinathe^ttser wm a message informing the user that a media rental 
id/ntifieXbLsaid media title is available. 

44. The server device of claim 41 jmrfner comprising: 

means for providing thoruser with a message informing the user that said media title will 
no longer be availably

reminder list and ayShopping list. 

47. The server devLCe of claim 41 , wherein said media title is a video-on-demand media title that is 
displayed on /television screen. 
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
